Governor Frank Murphy Saturday 
and sent him a telegram Sunday 
Murphy did not disclose his re- 
sponse, but it was indicated Green's 
request had been rejected. 


The expectation was general to-

would break down on the question 
of collective bargaining recognition 


Primary Issue Remains 


As the conferees started their 


second week of conversations the 
union still was demanding the right 
to represent -workers in 20 plants 
of the corporation. General Mo- 
tors still was refusing to recede an 
inch from its position that it could 
not agree to anything more than 
proportional representation — the 
right of the union to speak for its 
own membership only. 


One of the participants in the 


conversations who refused to per- 
mit his name to be used disclosed 
that the possibilities of a plebiscite 
among all General Motors employ- 
es had been "thoroughly explored,' 
and added. "It does not now offer 
a way out" 


Hope for an agreement out of to- 


day's session seemingly was at its 
lowest ebb as the conference as- 
sembled The impression grew that 
the meetings would be adjourned 
indefinitely this afternoon, break- 
ing down solely on the question of 
bargaining recognition. 
All other 


issues, according to Governor Mur- 
phy, had been virtually settled 


Governor's Efforts 


Governor Murphy, an informed 


source said today, has made no at- 
tempt to dictate the course of the 
conversations He has offered sug- 
gestions from time to time, has con- 
ferred 
separately with each side 


and succeeded in keeping the con- 
ference from breaking down sev- 
eral times. 


The possibility was suggested to 


Governor Murphy that he might go 
to Flint and personally appeal to 
the "stay-in" strikers to vacate the 
plants they have been occupying 
there 
The 
governor 
expressed 


doubt the men would leave volun- 
tarily without a strike settlement 
favorable to the United Automo- 
bile Workers of America.

In Attack Upon 


Roosevelt Plan 


Joins Borah in Opposition 


To Proposed Courts' 


Reorganization 


Washington—(T)— Senator Huam 


Johnson of California returned to 
the capitol today and immediately 
took a leading position in the bat- 
tle to defeat President Roosevelt's 
court reorganization program. 


In a formal statement, Johnson 


said 


"The issue, stripped of its verbi- 


age, seems to me plain. Shall the 
congress make the supreme court 
subservient to the presidency " 


He thus aligned himself 
with 


Senator Borah (R-Idaho) and oth- 
ers who are preparing to take the 
president s program to the nation. 


Johnson is one of the little band 


of Republicans who supported Roo- 
sevelt for the presidency in 1932 
He did not. however, take any part 
in the piesident's reelection cam- 
paign 


The Cahforman issued his state- 


ment just before Chairmen Ashurst 
(D-Aiiz) and Sumners (D-Texas) 
of the senate and house judicial} 
committees 
went to the 
Wmte 


House for a luncheon conference 
with the president to discuss the 
court reorganization proposals 


"The implications of this are so 


grave and far-reaching" Johnson 
said, "I can do but one thing, and 
that is. to the limit of my capacity, 
oppose this extraordinary legisla- 
tion " 


Other Proposals Wait 


High officials interpreted submis- 


sion of the question to congress at 
this time as due to a desire on the 
part of the president to achieve 
what he described as judicial re- 
form before recommending legisla- 
tion on wages and hours and farm 
production control. 


These authorities argued that it 


would be unwise_and poor strategy 
to attempt revival of the principles 
of NRA and AAA—held unconstitu- 
tional by the supreme court—be- 
fore congress acts on the judicial 
reorganization proposals 


In congressional circles the presi-

prime topic of conversation. Repre-

war. 


He became ill of bronchial pneu- 


monia several days ago. 


With him at the end were his 


three children, Elihu Root. Jr, Ed- 
ward Root, and Mrs U. S. Grant, 
3rd 


Messages of condolence arrived 


from persons in high station in the 
nation's life who paid tribute to his 
wisdom and intellect, and express- 
ed grief at the passing of the last 
of the "elder statesmen " 


Born in 1845 


He would have been 92 next Mon- 


day, having been born Feb. 15, 1845 
After graduating with honors at 
Hamilton, where his father was a 
professor, he received his law de- 
gree in two years from New York 
university. 


As secretary of war under Presi- 


dent McKmley he reorganized the 
war department, setting up the ar- 
my war college 
and the general 


staff system 


"In my judgment," said Newton 


D Baker secretary of war in the 
Wilson cabinet, "he did more for 
the army and national defense of 
the countrv than anj 
other man 


who ever occupied that office (sec- 
retary of war)" 


Root became secretary of state in 


Theodore Roosevelt's cabinet and 
concluded 75 treaties with foreign 
governments 
while 
holding that 


post 


In 1909 he was elected United 


States senator fiom New York and 
served until 1915 


Root 
was an organizer 
of the 


world court, served as delegate to

D. D., 72, the first 
bishop of Superior, Wis., and Spo- 
kane, Wash., died here yesterday of 
pneumonia. He had been retiied 
several years as chaplain at St. 
Mary's convent 


The first 
Milwaukeean 
to be 


elevated to bishop, he was ordained 
a priest in 1886. He served as secre- 
tary to the archbishop and vicar 
general here until the diocese of 
Superior was established in 1995. 
Bishop Schimmer was appointed to 
the new diocese July 25, 1905 


Bishop Schimmer served at Supe- 


rior until Jan. 15, 1913, when he re- 
signed. The next year he was nam- 
ed bishop of Spokane, a post lie 
held until 1925 when he was made 
titular bishop of Sala. 


In 1928 he went to Bolivia as a 


foreign missionary, returning later 
to go into retirement

There is not space here to do jus- 


tice to Mr. Keynes's articles by 
summarizing them. They should be 
studied by all who wish to under^ 
stand the necessity for a change of 
policy when recovery is at hand. 
What I should like to emphasize 
particularly is the importance of 
the general idea that many pub- 
lic policies must vary with condi- 
tions, that there is no one sound 
line which must be held through 
thick and thin, through boom and 
bust. 
Principle Applies Also 
To Social Keforms 
I think this principle applies also 


to desirable social reforms, and 
that as a general rule the right time 
to introduce reforms is when busi- 
ness is good and the wrong time 
when business is'bad. Unfortunate- 
ly, it is in bad times that most men 
are interested in reforms: in pros- 
perous times they would rather let 
welt enough alone. 


But this is doubly short-sighted. 


The reforms made in a slump are 
an impediment to recovery. Worst 
of all, they are usually- conceived 
in hysteria and executed with vin- 
dictiveness. It is during the good 
times that business can best stand 
the stock of important reform: it 
is then, too, that people are not so 
crazy, and reforms are likely to be 
more carefully considered. 
It is 


very important, therefore, to pro- 
ceed with reforms in good times 
and not to let the need for them ac- 
cumulate until there is a slump and 
an explosion of popular discontent. 
Now Is Time To Pave 
AVay For Next Crisis 


If I am right in this, then now 


would be the time for business men 
to clear up a number of things 
•which in another grave crisis may 
very well have serious consequen- 
ces. T refer, for example, to the ne- 
cessity of a sincere and cordial rec- 
ognition of labor's right to be con- 
sulted and to negotiate about the 
conditions of work. 
This is the 


moment to grasp that nettle firmly. 
For the country ought not to run 
the risk of entering another depres- 
sion with a militant minority of 
workers convinced that they have 
been denied tiheir proper status as 
free citizens. 


This is the time, too, to deal ef- 


fectively with the unfair 
trade 


practices and the monopolistic con- 
ditions which did so much to aggra- 
vate the depression. 
This is, of 


course, the time for reorganizing 
the administrative branch of the 
government and for reforming the 
legislative by reducing the spoils 
system and the pork barrel. It is the 
time for a widespread conservation 
policy, which incidentally is the 
surest way to raise the minimum 
wages of labor. This is the time, 
while retrenching actual expendi- 
ture, to work out the plans for fu- 
ture expenditures, and to. balance 
the budget with a surplus so that 
when the times change, the gov- 
ernment can again prime the pump 
with a deficit.

THE PRESIDENT AN7D THE JUDICIARY 


The President's message on the reor- 


ganization of the Judiciary caused a nose- 
dive of the stock market and repeated 
charges thai Mr. Roosevelt planned to 
pack the Supreme Court, a step necessary 
if the chief executive becomes in fact su- 
preme in the nation. 


A careful examination of the mes- 


sage, however, and the lair and cool con- 
sideration of the problems involved may 
not justify either the nose-dive in the 
stock market or the protests of calamity 
made elsewhere. 


We may, all of us, differ very honest- 


ly as to remedies, but we should not 
differ upon the proposition that the rea- 
sons assigned by the President are gen- 
uine and it is high time that the nation 
undertook to remove conditions in the 
Judiciary that have become intolerable. 


It is not a matter of men nor of their 


decisions—it is a matter of delay and ex- 
pense to such an extent that no longer 
is an appeal to a Federal Court for a 
remedy that should belong, as a matter 
of right, to the people, undertaken at all 
excepting as a last resort and in the great- 
est emergencies. 


Chief Justice Taft over twenty-five 


years ago -was stressing exactly the same 
argument the President relies upon for 
the action he demands; and when Taft 
spoke no stock market took a dive and 
no protests were made from other respon- 
sible sources. Moreover, for at least the 
last fifteen years the present Chief Jus- 
tice has spoken extensively upon public 
occasions to precisely the same point. 


When all the way from three to five 


years must elapse before people can have 
decided for them important matters that 
may have to do with their bread and but- 
ter or the rearing of their children or the 
defense of their homes we cannot bring 
to the surface heavy admiration for a 
system that has grown so tiresomely slow 
and cumbersome. 


Upon the proposition whether the rem- 


edy proposed by the President is either 
practical or adequate, there is much more 
room for differences of opinion. 


Age slows down judicial speed. It is 


no respecter of persons or institutions. 
Physical decay is generally more marked 
and therefore more evident than mental 
deterioration, but they generally march 
arm in arm- 


Yet the delays in the Federal Court 


will never be removed by the President's 
method alone. If every judge were taken 
from an athletic team and averaged thir- 
ty-years, the work would not be done so 
long as the present rules remain. 


And it is Congress that makes these 


rules and alone has the right to change 
them. 


These rules have to do with procedure. 


They fix the length of time for notices, 
the calendars of the court, the periods 
within which trials shall be held, and 
motions considered and decided, 
the 


length of time in which appeals may be 
taken, and all the other multitude of steps 
in different cases that absorb time and 
mean delay. 


The greatest danger in the President's 


recommendation is the conclusion that the 
nation has packed the court for a politi- 
cal purpose and if this can be done once, 
why should it not be done at any time? 
If such becomes the practice then the 
Constitution remains only a shell, com- 
parable to the beautiful Constitution in 
Mexico, the wonderful Constitution in 
Russia and that exquisite Constitution in 
Spain. 


We would much prefer to see the 


President act more directly. 
And that 


means by constitutional amendment. The 
Constitution, unfortunately, put no age 
limit on the service of Federal judges It 
is conceivable that men could stay on 
the bench when they had become so en- 
feebled by age as to be useless. No pow- 
er exists to remove them because they 
have done no wrong. 


We believe the idea of terminating 


service for judicial servants at certain 
ages is a sound one. We do not like the 
method by which it is done, 


Mr. Roosevelt seems fearful of sub- 


mitting anything directly to the people. 
After all, the Constitution belongs to the 
people, is in fact their most precious prop- 
erty, and circumventing il is hardly a 
happy way of facing what appears to be 
a vwcy ntemsxcy Improvement 


BUILDING LAGS BEHIND 


There has been talk for months about 


a building boom which is to wipe out th« 
memory of the depression. After other 
depressions, building has been one dt the 
first activities to go forward. In this 
instance, building is lagging behind. 


A principal reason, it is said, is that 


building trades unions refuse to lower 
wage rates. The experience of investors 
is that a building which costs too much 
is bound to lose money. Sometimes de- 
mand becomes too insistent and money 
for building is found despite the lessons 
of experience. High rentals pay the la- 
bor premiums and other inflated costs 
until slack times come again. Then the 
bondholders" protective committees go 
into action. 


All of which is elementary 
though 


none the less true, as thousands have 
learned to their sorrow in recent yeari. 


There is, however, this certainty. A 


boom, or whatever you want to call it, a 
certain to develop. It may not get under 
\vay this yean It may start next year, 
or the next. It is certain to come because 
demand for housing will force it. 


Those closely in touch with develop- 


ments believe that if the boom is delayed 
for a year or so, building trades unions 
may find they have almost succeeded in 
strangling the golden egg producer. Rapid

RABBIT FEVER 


Dr. William Buchanan Wherry, who died in 


Honolulu, where he had gone four months ago 
to study leprosy, was credited by his associates 
with the discovery of tularemia, better known 
as rsbbit fever. He had devoted a lifetime to 
scientific research in an effort to combat hu- 
man ills. He and others connected with the 
United States Public Health Service went to 
California several years ago to learn if possi- 
ble why persons who skinned and handled rab- 
bits contracted a malady, commonly known as 
rabbit fever, that sometimes caused death. In 
Tulare county, California, they succeeded in 
isolating the germs that caused the disease, and 
it was named tularemia for the county in 
which the experiments were conducted. 


Ttabit fever has spread throughout the coun- 


try because wild rabbits contract an ailment 
that is transmitted to humans. The necessity of 
guarding against if is recalled by the open tea- 
son for rabbits in Indiana, which starts Nov. 
Coupled with the natural increase in rabbits is 
the continual effort of the wild life division of 
the conservation commission to breed and lib- 
erate mere each year, so hunters may enjoy 
more sport. The wholesale slaughtar of rabbits 
for sport and the market caused a bag limit of 
ten to be imposed, and not more than twenty 
rabbits may be possessed by any person. 


The germ that causes rabbit fever gets into 


the human system through a break in the skin. 
Hunters and others who handle dead rabbits 
are warned to use rubber gloves when they 
remove the fur, as should housewifes who cook 
rabbits. Cooking destroys the infection. Near- 
ly every year there are H few deaths from lu* 
larania in Indiana, but the danger can be avoid- 
ed if adequate precaution* are ttk«n.—-Indiana- 
polis News.

Speaking of mouth cleanliness a» 


a means of preventing dental caries 
(decay, cavity formation), Russel 
W. Bunting, D D.Sc., professor of 
oral pathology in the School of 
Dentistry, University of Michigan, 
says (1932): 


"Except when carried to an ex- 


treme and impractical degree these 
measures have failed to give any 
high degree of protection against 
the disease. Clinical observations 
clearly indicate that the activity 
and extent of dental caries may be 
quite unrelated to the degree of 
mouth cleanliness.

I suppose, thousands 
of dear old dentists who still be- 
lieved a clean tooth never decays 
and tigers abound in the jungles of 
Africa. 


Professor Bunting contends that 


Bacillus acidophilus is the main 
factor of cavities in teeth. This is 
the same strain of lactic bacillus as 
that which many persons strive to 
maintain in the intestine by taking 
cultures or drinking Acidophilus 
milk. Dr. Bunting asserts that in 
view of the impression that 
B. 


acidophilus is a normal inhabitant 
of tine intestinal tract it was signifi- 
cant that he and his co-workers 
found it absent ONLY in persons 
who had no cavities in their teeth. 


If I preferred acidophilus milk to 


plain butterfilk or sour milk, which 
I don't I'd continue to enjoy it as 
much as I liked, altho I value every 
tooth, my own or my dentor's, at 
not less than $1.000. 


Cavities commonly begin as min- 


ute fissures in the enamel, mere 
scratches, barely visible 
crevices 


where food detritus and bacteria 
are likely to collect and remain even 
after brushing or rinsing. But the

But seemingly the "off 
the record" idea didn't take with 
the stenographer so it all appeared 
neatly buried in a 441-page report 
on the first deficiency bill.

Walker told the committee in his 


"of the record" discourse that the 
hand-set telephone actually was an 
economy to the company and had 
saved it since its introduction about 
$85,000,000 in wire costs, plant main- 
tenance and the like. 


Moreover, Walker estimated that 


the company had pocketed about 
$23,000,000 additional by charging 
patrons more than the set cost. 


He named several states, such as 


Wisconsin, where the extra charge 
for a hand-set was about 8 cents 
to 25 cents a month until the set 
was liquidatel. The telephone user, 
by these monthly charges, paid the 
company usually about $7 a set, 
Walker said, but he pointed out that 
in Mississippi the luxury of a hand- 
set at one time ran up to $42.50, 


His information was based on 


data gathered up to January 1, 1936. 
in a commission investigation. He 
said the investigation had prompted 
many reductions. 


Walker let out his information in 


support of a request for $350,000 
more to carry on the investigation 
of the company. Already more than 
a million has been spent The house 
voted the additional money.

which are bad. Take dynamite, for 
example. It can be used for blasting 
stumps from fields, to make them 
useful for growing crops, 
or for 


opening coal mines so people can 
obtain coal.

ful thing called war. It can end the 
lives of soldiers in the trenches, or 
of women and children in cities 
under attack. 


All through history, we find the 


same story. Weapons have beeen 
used to help mankind, also to hurt 
mankind. There was a time when 
bows and arrows helped men guard 
against the attacks of fierce wild 
beasts. 


Early Indians on our continent 


did mo'st of their hunting with bows 
and arrows. 
They brought down 


bears and fleet-footed deer, as well 
as animals of many other kinds. 
Sometimes the flesh was dried and 
saved for winter 
months when 


game would not be easy to obtain. 
The hides were used for blankets, 
for moccasins and warm clothing. 


Some tribes were of peaceful na- 


ture, but others carried on wars as 
a result of quarrels 
over hunting 


grounds, or for other reasons. Bows 
and arrows were used in these wars, 
and in certain cases whole tribes 
were "wiped out'' after a long peri- 
od of warfare. 


Tor 5.000 years, Egypt was the 


world's leading nation, at least the 
leader among all the white nations 
of the earth. Babylonia gave import- 
ant inventions to the world, but not 
so many as Egypt. 


During most of the time in her 


long history of greatness, Egypt did 
not take part in wars against for- 
eign nations. The people were busy 
minding their 
own affairs. 
They 


saved up water from 
the yearly 


flood of the Nile. They planted 
crops, and cared for livestock. They 
built pyramids. They made -metal 
tools and ornaments. They turned 
flax and cotton into cloth. They 
learned the art of writing, and in- 
vented an alphabet system. 


Egypt's story, 
was not entirely 


peaceful. Now and then, came a 
war, either to defend Egypt from 
attack or to spread the power of an 
Egyptian king. 


Artists of old Egypt 
made pic- 


tures of battle scenes. When they 
wanted to picture the 
king 
or 


"pharoah," they made his image 
far larger than of the plain sol- 
diers. Even if he really was smaller 
than men around him, his picture 
was sure to be larger. 


Bows and 
arrows, 
slings 
and 


spears, were among the weapons of 
war during ancient times. People in 
Europe used bows and arrows in 
warfare 
for many hundreds of 


years. The "long bow" was probably 
the most deadly weapon until gun- 
powder days. The old English long 
bow was made of wood from the 
yew tree, and had a length of about 
six feet. The arrows, about three 
feet long, had sharp metal tips.

ANY women make the mis-
